3.  How  many  railway  employees  and  passengers,  if  any,  were  killed 
or  injured  on  all  Canadian  railways,  during  each  year  since  1890,  on 

account  of  engines  striking  cattle,  sheep  and  horses;  (a)  at  points  of 

intersection  of  highways  ;  (b)  elsewhere  on  the  lines. 

4.  What  is  the  total  estimated  value  of  the  cattle,  sheep  and  horses 
killed  on  all  Canadian  railways,  during  each  year  since  1890,  owing  to 
their  being  struck  by  engines. 

5.  What  is  the  total  estimated  damage  to  rolling  stock  and  other 
railway  property,  on  all  Canadian  railways  during  each  year  since  1890, 
caused  by  collisions  with  cattle,  sheep  and  horses. 

6.  How  many  trains  have  been  derailed  or  partly  derailed,  on  all 
Canadian  railways,  during  each  year  since  1890,  owing  to  the  action  of 
frost  on  the  road-bed  at  points  where  the  old  pit  cattle  guards  were  in 
existence.
